Present Plans

before the Far East Commis- 
slon, the free-trade-for-Japan 
plan ts far from determined in

Among the AlHed programmes

for Italy. ny 

Under this, Italian merchants 
were allowed to undertake 
private trading with individual 
foreign buyers, subject to Allied 
government control. ; 

It is estimated some 200 
foreign buy¢ra or trade repre- 
sentatives will be allowed to 
entor Japan. How many’ will 
come from ench Interested coun- 
try or how long they will be 
permitted, at the outset of. the 
programme to remain in Japan, 
has not been decided by the Far 
East Commission, :
